A full meeting of the Cabinet was 
held on Saturday afternoon, lasting 
over three hours, at which the legis- 
lation which will be introduced by 
the Government at the session which 
opens tomorrow was settled, While 
no official announcement as to the 
legislation under discussion was made 
the Bulletin is abie to state that legis- 
lation will be introduced providing 
for the establishment of co-operative 
elevators according to the plan ap- 
proved by the executive of the Unit- 
ed Farmers of Alberta at the recent 
conference with the government. 

Co-Operative Elevators, 

The plan is that the government 
will loan to the farmers 85 per cent. 
of the cost of the construction of the 
elevators, the farmers to raise the 
balance and the loan to be paid back 
in twenty years. A company will be 
formed known as the Alberta Co- 
Operative Elevator company, this 
company to organize smaller compaa- 
jes in each community where an ele- 
vator is required, the farmers to raise 
the capital stock of the company and 
to guarantee sufficient acreage under 
cultivation to support an elevator. 

Further assistance will be given to 
the farmers by the passing of a Co- 
Operative Stores Act, which will as- 
sist the farmers to cut out a good deal 
of the middie man’s profit and obtain 
for themselves the things they re- 
quire at less than they are now pay- 
ing.

Direct Legislation. 

While no indication has been given 
of the particular plan to be followed 
there is every probability that some- 
thing along the lines of direct legis- 
lation will find a piace in the Statutes 
of Alberta during the present ses- 
sion, There will be greater facilities 
for In:tiating new legislation, The 
recall is impossible under the British 
constitution, Direct legislation is al- 
most a new departure in Canada, 
though a bill along these lines waa 
introduced recently in the Saskatche- 
wan legislature. In the Saskatche- 
Wan bill power is given to the people 
by means of the referendum to pass 
judgment on all questions except sun 
ply. ‘ 

There will be amendments to the 
workmen's compensation act, giving 
increased protection to the working 
man in case of injury while at work 
Some clauses which have not worked 
out quite satisfactorily will be alter 


¢d and new clauses added. 
Consolidated Schools, 
Educationally the most important 


change will be the provision for the 
establishment of consolidated schools 
in the province. There will be other 
changes, designed to make the schoo! 
act work smoothly with the munici- 
pal legisiation in regard to the ras- 
ing of money for school purposes. 

A new Mines Act will be passed, 
embodying the fiindings of the Mining 
Commission, which has been sitting 
almost continuously since last session 
The act wil! regulate the operation of 
mines, dealing with the handling of 
explosives, questions of ventilation 
and other matters affecting the safety 
of mine workers. It will provide for 
a board of examiners in each district 
for the granting of certificates and 
every mine manager shall be requir- 
er to hold a first-class certificate. 
Government inspectors’, mine owners 
and managers and working miners 
will all be represented on the board. 

Municipal Acts, 

Smail amendments to the Local Im- 
provement Act, the Rural Municipali- 
ties Act, the Towns Act, will be made 
and there will be an entirely new vil- 
lage act. It is possible that a town 
planning bill will be introduced, mod- 
elled on the lines of the New Bruns- 
wick Act, as well as English legisla- 
tion. 

The license ordinance and other 
statutory legislation will come up for 
revision, but the main features of new
